China has announced an end to its decades-long 
one-child policy. Over concerns that an aging 
population could impact the country’s economic 
ascent, all married couples will now be able to have 
2 children. The one-child policy was introduced 
nationally in 1979 to slow the population growth rate 
and limit demands for water and other resources. 
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Walter Palmer, a big game hunter, took down a 13-year-old lion named Cecil 
while in Zimbabwe for a guided hunt. The lion lived in Hwange National Park 
and was part of Oxford University’s Wildlife Conservation Unit study. News 
of Palmer's action sparked criticism among activist groups and the general 
public, though Zimbabwe did not charge Palmer. 


German Chancellor Angela Merkel 
was named TIME magazine’s 

2015 Person of the Year, citing 

her handling of the European 
economic crisis over Greek debt 
and managing the European 
refugee influx. Merkel is only the 
4th woman since 1927 to be named 
an individual winner outright. The 
others: American socialite Wallis 
Simpson (1936), Queen Elizabeth II 
(1952) and Corazon Aquino (1986), 
the llth president of the Philippines.

Keep in mind, this will not eliminate trans fats totally from 
one’s diet as naturally occurring trans fats are found in some food, 
such as meat and dairy products, as well as natural oils. 
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ENVIRONMENTAL EVENTS 


Norway announced that it will permanently ban cars from Oslo, it’s 
capital city, by 2019. The traffic ban was part of a larger plan to 
reduce the emission of greenhouse gases by 50%. Over the next 3 
years, the government plans to build 37 miles of new bike lanes and 
invest heavily in existing bus and tram networks 


A team of U.S. and Mexican scientists released 30 gallons of 
non-toxic fluorescent pink dye into the ocean off California and 
Mexico to learn how pollution moves and dilutes along the coasts. 
The study builds on the success of previous beach pollution studies 
and results will help develop models for predicting when it is or is 
not safe to go in the ocean. 


Millions of tons of plastic are dumped into U.S. landfills each year, with 
little of it recyclable. Researchers at Stanford University discovered 
that mealworms could be a natural solution to the global plastic 
pollution problem. Fed a daily diet of Styrofoam™, the tiny worms 
broke down what was once believed to be a non-biodegradable 
product. Scientists hope this information will lead to a marine 
equivalent that can defend the Earth’s oceans by digesting plastic.

Olivia Hallisey, a 17-year-old high school 
student from Conn., won the 2015 
Google Science Fair grand prize and a 
$50,000 scholarship with her creation 
of a low-cost, rapid detection test for

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Oxybenzone, a UV-filtering chemical used in sunscreen, has been found to have toxic effects on 


young coral and may be contributing to the destruction of coral reefs. The highest concentrations 
of the toxin have been found in Hawaii and the Caribbean. Since sunscreen protects against skin 


cancer, researchers advised using brands with titanium oxide or zinc oxide, which dont harm reefs 
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British YouTube user Gasturbinel01 
demonstrated his DIY flying 
machine—a chair anchored to a 
frame powered by 54 miniature 
drones. At a cost of $9,200, the 
“Super Drone” hovered above the 
ground for about 10 minutes. 


The University of New South Wales in 
Australia defended its RoboCup World 
Championship title by defeating the 
Germans 3-1. With 300 teams from 

47 countries, the finals involved 
waist-high robots on a 30-foot-long 
soccer field. The competition encourages 
development of robotics technology. 


Researchers at the University of 
Cambridge in the United Kingdom 
developed a “mother” robot that creates 
generations of smaller “baby” robots, 
evaluating and selecting the best to 
“survive.” It is the first time natural 
selection has been successfully built into 
a machine, marking an important step 
forward in artificial intelligence.
